The subject matters of claims 1, 2 and 7 do not appear to involve an inventive step in view of documents 
1 and 2. Document 1 describes a subject matter wherein tape (see an adhesive-tape material 1) is stuck on a 
piece (see a piece 9) to which tape is to be attached by pressing a support film (see a carrier 7). A person skilled 
in the art could have easily applied the feature of putting a first piece to which tape is to be attached on a block, 
the feature of putting a second piece on the block after tape is attached to the first one, and the feature of 
semiconductor wafers as such pieces, all described in document 2, to the invention of document 1. 

The subject matters of claims 3-6 and 8-13 are neither described in any of the documents cited in the ISR 
nor obvious to a person skilled in the art.
